ly examined and conlidered Our Actions, Meſlages, and De- 

FF clararions, how far We are and have been from begetting or 
promoting the preſent Diſtractions, and that the Arms wee 
have now taken are for the neceſflary ſafety and defence of Our lite, 
being not taken up by Us till our Town and Fort of Hzl were 


cep all forraigne ſupply of Arms and Mony, when Our owne 
here was ſeized and detained from Us, and an Army. raiſed in pay, 
and marching againſt Us, yet the latereception of Our Meſlage of 
the 25 of Anat, ſent by Perſons of Honour and Truſt, will fure 
Atisfie the World, that we have omitted nothing on Our part that a 
acious and: Chriſtian Prince could or can do to prevent the effu- 
10n of Chriſtian Blood, but that the Malignant party , which have 
with grear ſubtilty and induſtry begot this miſunderſtanding be- 
tween Us and Our good Subjedts, reſolve to fatisfie and ſecure 
their malice and ambition with the ruine of the Kingdome, and in 
the blood of Us and all Our good Sabjects. 

When they had forced Us, after the neglet of Our Meſſage from 
Beverley, by raifing a great Army, and incenſing Our SubjeRs a- 
gainſt Us, to ered our royall Standard; that Our Subjects might be 
informed of Our danger, and repaire to Our Succour, though Wee 
had no great rcaſon to believe any Meſage of Ours would receive a 
very good entertainment , if thoſe men might prevaile who had 
brought all theſe miſcrics uponthe Kingdome to fatishetheir own

A ventand remove the preſent DiſtraRtiens, becauſe of the op- 
preſſions,Rapines,and the ike committed apon Our good Subjects 
by Our Souldiers. Let them remember who have compelled Vs,and 
againſt Our Soules deſire forced Vs to raiſe thoſe Sonldiers,and then 


if the oppreſlions and Rapines were indeed fuch as are falſely pre- 


tended, Our poore Subjets who ſuffer under them, will laoke ori 
them,and enely on them,as the Authors of all the miſeries they doe 
or can undergo. We confeſſe with grief of heart ſome diſcords have 
and many more may befall Our good People by Our Souldiers, but 
We appeal to all thoſe countyes through which We have paſſed, 
what care We have taken to prevent, and what Juſtice We dayly 
inflit upon ſach Offenders : neither hath the lealt complaintbeen 
ever made to Vs of violences anfl outrages, which We have not to 
Our ntmoſt Power repayred or punithed, however thoſe falſe and 
treaſonable Pamphlets are ſuffered, which accuſe Vs of giving war- 
rantifoc plundring at Houſes. Oar Mercy and Lenity- is {6 well 
known to the contrary; that ati i nhually made an excuſe by thoſe 
who againſt their Contciencts a(liſt this Rebellion againſt Vs, thet 
they chuſe rather to offend Vs upon contidence of Pardon;then pro- 
voke thoſe Malignant Perſoris who without charity or Compatfſion 
deſtroy all who concur not with them in faRtivn and opinion; How 
far Ve are from Rapine and'Oppretlion may appear by Our Lenity 
tothe Perſons tid Eſtates of thoſe who have not only exerciſed the 
Militia { the ſeed from whence this Rebellion againſt Vs hach

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2rowne) but contributed Money and Plate to the maifitenance of 
that Armie which now endeavours to deftrov Vs, As of Notring- 
ham, Leiceſter, aud many other places through which we have paf- 
ſed,many of whom then were and now are in that Army:tolet paſſe 
Our palling by Chartly (the houſe of the E. of Eſſex) without other 
vrefies then as if hewere the Generall of Our owneArmy,and Our | 
expreſſe Orders to reſtraine the Liberty, our Souldiers would other- 
wiſe have uſed upon that place, and his Eſtate about it. How con- 
trary the proceedings are of theſe great Afſertors of the publique Li- 
berties, appears fully by the ſad inſtances they every day giveinthe 
pundring by Publick warrant, the Houſes of all ſuch whoſe Duty, 
Conſcience,and Loyalty hath engaged them in our Quarrell, which 
every good man ought to make his owne.

univerſall overthe whole Kingdom, direct. their Goverriour of Hull: 
to make Warr upon our good: Subjects in that County, and ſocon- 
tinue the robbing and-plundring the ' Houſes of 'all fach who concur 
not with them in thisRebellion.

vpon ſuch reaſons, (which have never been anſwered but by bare 
itive Aſſertions) in Our feverall Declarations,that We may well, 
and doe ſtill uſe the ſame ws eres That We defire God may ſo 
deale with Us and Our Pofterity, as We deſire the preſervation of 
the juſt Rights of Parliament ; the violation whereof in truth by 
theſe deiperate Perfons is ſo cleerly known to all men who under- 
ſtand the Priviledges of Parliament, that their rage and malice hath 
not been greater to Our Perſon and Governement then to the Liber-

Our preſence with favour, and imployed in Our ferxice, will gaine 
no credit with good men, whoremember well che notorious impu- 
tation ſo confidently and groundlefly hererofore caft on Us by M. 
Pym, of which as there could neverbe the leaſt preof, ſo Wee could 
nevex receive any ſatisfaction for that highinjury, which might have 
been warning to them to haye publiſhed no more fach untruths,if 
they had not found that truth and their Ends cannot meet together, 
For the Horſes taken for Our ſervice, which were provided for 
the ſervice of Ireland, 'tis true We were compelled forthe bringi 
Our own wagons from Cheſter for the carriage of Our Munition 
to make uſe of them, being few in number and of final value, after 
they were certified tobe of no ule for the ſervice, for which they 
were provided. And for the clothes upon enquiry: Wee finde that 
ſomefew were taken by Our Souldiers (but without ordcr from 
Vs) going to Coventry, and as was probably beleeved for the re» 
liefe of that place, then in actual rebellion agau-ft Vs, but how far 
We have beene, and are from diverting any of thoſe proviſions 
made for therelicfe of that poore Kingdome (the thought of whoſe 
Miſerable condition makes our heart vieede) may appeare by our 
exprefſe command, given for the {;;eedy tranſportation of 3000, 
ſuites of clothes which we found provided at: Cheſter,but negleted 
to be ſent, and which no neceſſity of our own Army here conld pre- 


waile with Vstoſeiſe. And how bold ſoever the reproaches of that 


| Kinde have beene upon us, V Ve are confident malice it ſelfe cannot 

lay the leatprobable imputation upon us,for the neglect of our duty 
towards that Kingdome, ' V Vhat onething 10-0ur power have wee 
negle&ed or omitted, which might contributeto the affiltance, or 
eaſe of our poore Proteſtant ſubjects there?
